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Alternative  Spring  Breaks  popular

More  than  three  dozen 
Charleston  Southern 
University  students 
are  making  arrangements  to 
have  an  alternative  Spring 
Break.  Instead  of  trying  to  get  a 
tan,  these  students  are  raising 
money  for  trips  that  they  believe 
will  build  character  and  provide 
leadership  development. 

CSU's  campus  minister, 
Marty  Youngbood,  says  there 
seems  to  be  more  and  more  stu- 
dents looking  for  alternative 
spring  breaks. 

"More  students  are  looking 
for  ways  they  can  volunteer  their 
time  and  skills  to  assist  others  in 
such  things  as  construction 
projects  or  youth  programs," 
says  Youngblood. 


"A  lot  of  students  have  shared 
with  me  that  they  want  to  have 
fun  during  their  breaks,  but  they 
also  want  to  spend  their  time 
wisely  and  do  something  mean- 
ingful. The  current  generation 
seems  to  be  looking  for  more 
lasting  and  rewarding  benefits 
from  their  adventures  in  life." 

About  two  dozen  CSU  stu- 
dents will  spend  their  Spring 
Break  (March  18-22)  assisting 
Fifth  Street  Baptist  Church  in  Key 
West,  Florida,  in  reconstructing 
the  church's  educational  build- 
ing. Students  have  held  fund 
raisers  to  cover  the  cost  of  trans- 
portation and  meals. 

Last  year  a  group  of  students 
gave  over  1 ,000  man  hours  dur- 


ing their  Spring  Break  to  help 
Fifth  Street  build  a  new  sanctu- 
ary, saving  the  church  over 
$9,000  in  construction  costs. 

Also  six  students  are  travel- 
ing to  Charlotte,  N.C.,  to  team  up 
with  other  college  students  from 
that  area  to  lead  youth  in  leader- 
ship development  activities. 

And  about  a  dozen  students 
from  the  university's  One  Accord 
gospel  choir  are  traveling  to 
Memphis,  Tenn.,  to  attend  a  Na- 
tional Baptist  Student  Confer- 
ence which  encourages  leader- 
ship development.  These  stu- 
dents also  had  to  raise  money  to 
cover  the  cost  of  transportation, 
meals  and  the  cost  of  the  con- 
ference (amounting  to  about  $200 
a  student).

Russell  is  the  founder  and 
president  of  Charlestown  Mort- 
gage Corporation  and  president 
of  its  subsidiary  corporation 
Anburke,  Inc.

On  Jan.  4  the  university 
received  the  best  of  all 
possible  short  letters 
from  the  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  -  a  one- 
liner  which  said:  "Reaffirmation 
of  accreditation.  No  follow-up 
report  is  requested." 

Every  1 0  years  all  accredited 
schools  are  required  to  perform 
a  Self-Study  and  undergo  a  visit 
by  a  team  who  is  representing 
the  regional  accrediting  organi- 
zation. CSU  is  accredited 
through  the  Southern  Associa- 
tion of  Colleges  and  Schools. 

Dr.  Enid  Causey,  CSU's  di- 
rector of  the  Self-Study,  Dr.  Ken 
Bonnette,  provost,  and  Hunter  at- 
tended the  December  1995 
SACS  meeting. 

Hunter  says,  'This  reaffirmed 
to  us  what  an  outstanding  job  all 
our  people  had  done  not  only  in 


preparing  the  university  for  the 
SACS  visit  but  even  more  impor- 
tantly in  helping  to  build  a  uni- 
versity that  reflects  our  mission 
and  model  behavior  in  many  cat- 
egories." 

Additionally,  the  NCAA  Com- 
mittee on  Athletics  Certification 
recently  announced  its  evalua- 
tion of  14  NCAA  Division  I  mem- 
ber institutions  including 
Charleston  Southern. 

CSU  recently  completed  a 
year-long  certification  process, 
which  all  302  Division  I  members 
will  undergo  within  the  next  five 
years. 

The  purpose  of  the  certifica- 
tion process  is  to  insure  integrity 
in  the  institution's  athletic  opera- 
tions and  to  assist  athletic  depart- 
ments in  improving  their  opera- 
tions. 

CSU  was  commended  by  the 


NCAA  certification  committee  for 
its  forthright  manner  in  which  it 
conducted  its  athletic  self-study, 
particularly  in  the  area  of  gover- 
nance and  commitment  to  rules 
compliance  and  fiscal  integrity. 
Additionally,  the  university  was 
certified  with  the  condition  that  it 
completes  a  comprehensive  in- 
stitutional plan  for  addressing 
minority  opportunities  in  its  inter- 
collegiate athletics  program. 

Hunter  said,  "the  university  is 
pleased  with  the  NCAA  evalua- 
tion and  is  in  agreement  with  its 
recommendations. 

"During  the  next  few  months 
the  university  will  be  revising  its 
plan  for  minority  opportunities. 
The  NCAA  calls  for  more  speci- 
ficity in  its  plan  than  other  certi- 
fying bodies.  We  will  immediately 
begin  the  process  of  improving 
our  plan,"  he  said. 


Strategic  directions  for  the  university 


The  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Strategic  Planning  Commit- 
tee recently  met  to  review  the 
progress  reports  and  recommen- 
dations from  the  five  restructur- 
ing committees  as  well  as  stra- 
tegic funding  requests  from  vari- 
ous units  and  standing  commit- 
tees of  the  university. 

The  goal  of  this  meeting  was 
to  determine  the  priorities  of  stra- 
tegic directions  for  the  university 
which  will  enhance  CSU's  mis- 
sion. 

These  priorities  relate  directly 
to  funding  requirements  for  1 996- 


97  and  the  following  two  years. 
Recommendations  and  requests 
from  each  of  the  restructuring 
committees  were  analyzed  and 
discussed.  These  priorities  were 
then  forwarded  to  the  entire  Stra- 
tegic Planning  Committee. 

The  priority  order  approved 
by  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  SPC  is  shown  below. 

1 .  Enhancement  of  Christian 
environment 

2.  Compensation  for  the  fac- 
ulty and  staff 

3.  Administrative  computer 
with  its  corresponding  software 
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4.  Financial  aid  for  the  stu- 
dents 

5.  Training  for  faculty  and 
staff  on  existing  and  new  equip- 
ment/software 

6.  Academic  equipment 

7.  Student  Life/Retention 

8.  Development/Athletics 

9.  Curriculum 

10.  Capital  projects 

The  strategic  directions  were 
examined  in  February,  and  a  fi- 
nal plan  will  be  presented  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  in  late  March.

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Former  student  returns  as  faculty  member

At  graduation  time  most 
graduates  would  never 
consider  returning  to  the 
classrooms  they've  just  left. 
CSU's  new  biology  professor  did 
just  that.  The  only  difference  is 
that  she  is  doing  the  teaching 
now  instead  of  the  listening. 

Dr.  Melinda  Walker  is  the 
new  assistant  professor  of  biol- 
ogy in  the  CSU  science  depart- 
ment. Walker  is  a  1981  gradu- 
ate with  a  degree  in  biology  and 
chemistry.  She  earned  her  doc- 
torate degree  from  the  Medical 
University  of  South  Carolina 
shortly  thereafter. 

Walker  spent  some  time  at 
CSU  early  in  her  career  as  an 
adjunct  professor. 

She  decided  at  an  early  age 
that  she  wanted  to  become  in- 
volved in  education.  She  began 
her  teaching  experience  in 
church-related  vocations.  Her 
interest  in  science  came  from  her 
uncle  who  was  a  medical  doctor. 


Prior  to  returning  to  CSU, 
Walker  spent  some  time  teach- 
ing in  the  public  schools,  at  Tri- 
dent Tech  and  on  the  Navy  Base. 
Walker  stated  that  one  of  her 
goals  as  an  educator  is  to  "train 
students  to  go  out  and  make  the 
world  better,  do  research  and  be 
able  to  accomplish  their  goals  in 
life  by  making  science  easier  to 
understand." 

Walker  stated  that  she 
wanted  to  come  back  to  CSU  be- 
cause of  the  Christian  environ- 
ment that  is  offered  to  its  stu- 


dents and  faculty.  She  likes  the 
new  construction  that  has  taken 
place  in  recent  years.  "Some  of 
the  new  programs,  such  as  the 
new  master's  degree  programs, 
will  really  make  a  difference  in 
the  education  department," 
Walker  stated. 

One  of  the  most  interesting 
aspects  of  Walker's  position  is 
that  she  is  now  a  colleague  of 
some  of  her  former  professors. 
"Sometimes  I  will  speak  to  them 
more  professionally,  but  it's  been 
so  many  years  since  I  graduated 
that  it's  not  been  that  much  of  a 
problem,"  Walker  commented 
about  working  with  her  former 
professors.  "Having  friendships 
with  some  of  my  former  profes- 
sors also  made  it  a  lot  easier  to 
feel  at  ease  around  them. 

"My  experience  has  been 
good  so  far,"  Walker  said.  "The 
students  are  all  pleasant  and  pre- 
pared," she  said. 


Offices  relocated  to  better  serve  students 


Many  offices  were  relocated 
this  fall  to  better  accommodate  stu- 
dents.

Student  gains  experience  in 
field  biology 

Freddie  Atkins,  a  junior,  spent  four 
weeks  last  summer  on  Appledore  Is- 
land, Maine,  participating  in  a  field  bi- 
ology research  program  doing  ecology 
and  transect  work. 

His  research  group  went  out  below 
the  dredges  to  about  30  meters  of  wa- 
ter. "We  caught  a  shark,  a  20-pound 
lobster,  a  starfish  that  was  23"  in  diam- 
eter and  scallops  that  were  6"  in  diam- 
eter," said  Atkins. 

The  ecology  and  transect  work  he 


participated  in  while  in  Maine  gave  him 
hands-on  experience  for  his  future  ca- 
reer in  field  biology  research.  "We  got 
to  see  what  was  all  there  and  who's 
eating  who,"  said  Atkins. 

The  program  Atkins  participated  in 
is  an  international  one  sponsored  by 
Cornell  University.  Atkins'  professor, 
Steve  Best,  obtained  the  information  for 
Atkins  to  apply  to  the  program.

GOLF 

Senior  Jeff  Traylor  won  the 
Charleston  Open  while  setting  a 
new  course  record  at  Legend  Oaks 
Plantation.  Traylor  shot  a  course 
record  eight  under  par  64  in  the  first 
round  as  he  blew  away  a  field  that 
featured  professionals  and  ama- 
teurs. His  second  day  71  gave  him 
a  seven  shot  victory. 

Traylor  helped  lead  the  Bucs  to 
second  place  finishes  at  the 
Hargrove  B.  Davis  Invitational, 
sponsored  by  Campbell,  and  the 
CSU  Fall  Invitational.  The  team  also 
finished  third  in  the  Radford  Invita- 
tional behind  USC-Aiken,  NCAA 
Division  ll's  top  ranked  team,  and 
the  ACC's  Virginia. 

VOLLEYBALL 

Fielding  perhaps  the  youngest 
team  in  Division  I  volleyball,  the 
Lady  Bucs  struggled  to  a  final  record 
of  8-26.  After  losing  junior  outside 
hitter  Danyel  Lonigro  in  the  middle 
of  the  season  with  a  knee  injury,  the 
Lady  Bucs'  roster  was  reduced  to  a 
rotation  comprised  of  four  sopho- 
mores and  six  freshmen. 

The  team  started  to  come  to- 
gether toward  the  end  as  CSU  won 
three  of  its  final  four  regular  season 
matches  before  losing  in  the  first 
round  of  the  Big  South  Tournament 
to  number  one  seed  UNC  Greens- 
boro. 

Freshmen  Allison  Arreola  and 
Kandace  Kessel  enjoyed  outstand- 
ing debut  seasons,  with  Arreola 
capturing  Big  South  player  of  the 
week  honors  the  final  week  of  the 
season. 

SOCCER 

The  men's  soccer  team  finished 
1-18-1  in  its  second  season  under 
head  coach  Mike  Estes.  The  Bucs 


won  their  second  game  of  the  sea- 
son, a  2-0  triumph  on  the  road 
against  VMI,  and  tied  crosstown  ri- 
val The  Citadel,  1-1  in  the  season 
finale.

Smith  from  Eau  Gallie,  Fla.,  finished 
in  a  tie  for  the  team  leading  in  scor- 
ing with  two  goals  and  three  assists 
for  seven  points.  Fellow  sophomore 
Daniel  Riggs  from  Summerville  had 
three  goals  and  an  assist  to  also  fin- 
ish with  seven  points. 

Sophomore  goalkeeper  Dan 
Pietro  from  Marietta,  Ga.,  had  118 
saves  while  posting  a  3.66  goals 
against  average,  including  the  shut- 
out over  VMI. 

After  an  early  season  adjust- 
ment to  new  head  coach  Eric  Terrill, 
the  Lady  Bucs  came  on  strong  and 
earned  a  berth  in  the  semifinals  of 
the  Big  South  Tournament  before 
falling  to  number  one  seed  UNC 
Greensboro.  Charleston  Southern 
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finished  with  a  record  of  8-1 1  but 
won  four  of  its  final  six  regular  sea- 
son games. 

Junior  forward  Wendy  Ennis 
from  Greensboro,  N.C.,  led  the 
team  in  scoring  for  the  second  time 
in  the  three-year  history  of  the  pro- 
gram. Ennis,  who  earned  second 
team  all-Big  South  honors,  finished 
the  year  with  nine  goals  and  three 
assists  for  21  points. 

Joining  Ennis  on  the  all-confer- 
ence second  team  was  junior 
midfielder  Mary  Pipilas  from 
Scarborough,  Ontario,  Canada. 
Pipilas,  who  was  also  named  to  the 
all-tournament  team,  had  five  goals 
and  an  assist  for  1 1  points.  Laurie 
Smith,  a  junior  defender  from 
Watertown,  Conn.,  led  the  team  in 
assists  with  five. 

CROSS  COUNTRY 

The  men's  cross  country  team 
finished  its  season  with  a  sixth  place 
finish  at  the  Big  South  Champion- 
ships in  Rock  Hill,  S.C.  Bob 
Feldbauer  paced  the  Bucs  at  the 
conference  meet  with  a  17th  place 
finish  in  the  8000  meter  event  with

Chodnicki  was  also  eighth  in  the 
field  at  the  VMI  Invitational  and 
helped  the  Lady  Bucs  to  a  third 
place  finish  of  nine  schools  at  The 
Citadel  Invitational  with  a  12th  place 
finish. 

Freshman  Erin  Benner  and  se- 
nior Karen  Cox  also  had  solid  sea- 
sons.

FOOTBALL 

The  Buccaneers  won  only  one 
of  11  football  games  in  1991  but 
showed  definite  signs  of  improve- 
ment. Charleston  Southern  de- 
feated Morehead  State,  34-22  to 
break  a  19-game  losing  streak  and 
fell  just  short  in  narrow  losses  to  Lib- 
erty (19-15)  and  Wofford  (31-23). 

Charleston  Southern  played 
one  of  the  toughest  schedules  in 
Division  l-AA  football,  taking  on  the 
likes  of  Troy  State  and  Hofstra,  both 
of  which  finished  in  the  top  1 0  in  the 
nation  at  the  end  of  the  regular  sea- 
son. 

Individually,  the  Bucs  were  led 
by  sophomore  quarterback  Ruben 
Potts,  who  established  a  new  school 
record  for  most  yards  passing  in  a 
game  (274  vs.  Liberty)  and  became 
the  first  Buccaneer  signal  caller  to 
eclipse  1 ,000  yards  through  the  air 
in  a  season  (finishing  with  1 ,034). 

Senior  wide  receiver  Jermaine 
Jenkins  set  a  school  record  with  51 
catches  in  his  career. 


BASKETBALL  UPDATE 

The  men's  basketball  team  re- 
bounded from  a  1-6  start  to  post  a 
14-11  record  entering  the  final 


weekend  of  the  regular  season.  In- 
cluded in  the  stretch  was  a  63-55 
road  victory  against  UNLV  Dec.  18 
in  Las  Vegas. 

The  Bucs  go  into  their  final  regu- 
lar season  game  with  a  9-4  Big 
South  record  and  are  in  position  to 
defend  their  conference  tournament 
championship. 

Senior  forward  T.L.  Latson  has 
paced  the  Bucs  this  season.  He 
leads  the  Big  South  in  scoring  with 
a  1 9.3  average  and  has  moved  into 
third  place  on  the  all-time  CSU  scor- 
ing list  with  1 ,490  points. 

The  Lady  Bucs  have  made  tre- 
mendous strides  this  season,  win- 
ning nine  games  and  losing  several 
others  by  narrow  margins.  Near  the 
end  of  the  season  the  Lady  Bucs 
are  9-14  overall  and  4-8  in  the  Big 
South.  The  nine  wins  represent  the 
third  highest  single-season  victory 
total  in  CSU  women's  basketball 
history. 

Included  in  the  recent  surge  was 
a  victory  over  six-time  defending 
conference  champion  Radford  in  a 


thrilling  84-81  overtime  decision 
Feb.  19  at  CSU. 

Senior  guard  Chrissy  Kelly  has 
rewritten  the  Lady  Bucs'  record 
book  this  season.  Kelly  became  the 
school's  all-time  leading  scorer  ear- 
lier this  year  and  also  holds  several 
other  season  and  career  marks.

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Alumnus  finds  a  silver  lining

Thousands,  probably  mil- 
lions of  us,  can  easily  re- 
call where  we  were  the 
morning  we  witnessed,  via 
live  television,  the  Challenger 
7  explosion.    A  couple  of 
months  ago  the  media  re- 
played that  terrifying  scene  for 
us  as  January  marked  the  1 0 
year  anniversary  of  the  trag- 
edy of  the  teacher  in  space 
mission. 

Reporters  were  eager  to 
dangle  in  front  of  us  once 
again  the  question,  "Why  did 
it  happen?" 

However,  Dr.  June 
Scobee  Rodgers  70,  widow 
of  Challenger  7  Commander 
Dick  Scobee,  no  longer  tries 
to  find  answers  to  that  ques- 
tion and  hasn't  for  a  number 
of  years. 

She's  been  busy  trying  to 
find  the  "silver  lining"  above 
that  cloud  of  smoke  that 
shook  her  heart  and  life  that 
morning.  She  has  been  di- 
recting her  energy  for  anger 
and  confusion  toward  tasks 
she  feels  are  more  worthwhile 
—  tasks  that  will  keep  the 
dreams  and  goals  of  the  Chal- 
lenger mission  alive. 

She  has  recently  been  in- 
terviewed on  "Dateline"  and 
"60  Minutes,"  but  for  the  most 
part  she  has  tried  to  stay 
away  from  the  media  hype  of 
the  tragedy  anniversary.  In 
fact  while  the  media  earlier 


this  year  was  digging  up  the  con- 
troversy surrounding  the  acci- 
dent, Scobee  Rodgers  was  fo- 


cused on  book  signings  for  her 
recently  published  "Silver  Lin- 
ings, Triumph  of  the  Challenger 


June  Scobee  Rodgers  attended  the  dedication  of  "Scobee  Sidewalk"  on  the  CSU 
campus.

The  book  is  a  moving  story 
of  her  inspirational  journey  from 
victim  of  the  Challenger  to  a  sur- 
vivor committed  to  continuing  the 
mission  that  the  Challenger  7 
liftoff  was  supposed  to  have  ac- 
complished. 

In  the  book  she  introduces  us 
to  the  lives  of  the  crew  members 
and  their  families,  and  she  digs 
deep  within  her  buried  memories 
to  try  and  describe  that 
undescribable  morning:  "  We 
watched  in  silence  as  our  loved 
ones  climbed  the  sky  sunward," 
she  wrote.  "As  I  reached  to  help 
my  daughter  Kathie  with  the 
baby. ..It  happened.  The  un- 
speakable happened.  Standing 
there  together,  watching  with  all 
the  world,  we  saw  the  shuttle  rip 


apart.  The  SRBs  (reusable 
boosten  rockets)  went  scream- 
ing off  on  their  own  separate 
paths  and  the  orbiter  with  our 
loved  ones  exploded  in  the  cold 
blue  sky,  and,  like  our  hearts,  it 
shattered  into  a  million  pieces." 

While  the  book  obviously  of- 
fers readers  a  better  understand- 
ing of  what  the  crew  members' 
families  were  going  through,  it 
perhaps  best  serves  the  purpose 
of  inspiring  its  readers  to  find  tri- 
umph in  the  midst  of  their  pain 
and  suffering  —  a"silver  lining" 
above  the  clouds  as  Scobee 
Rodgers  calls  it. 

Speaking  from  an  over- 
whelming 10  years  of  experi- 
ence, Scobee  Rodgers  shares 
with  us  through  her  book  many 
words  of  encouragement:  "We 
14 


can't  control  others  or  certain 
events  in  our  lives,  but  we  can 
control  how  we  react  to  those 
events,"  she  writes.  "Life  is  prob- 
ably so  complex  because  God 
gives  us  'mission'  tasks  and  just 
when  we  think  we've  managed 
to  complete  one,  He  challenges 
us  to  another." 

These  are  much  more  than 
words  on  a  page  for  Scobee 
Rodgers  though.  These  are  the 
words  she  has  lived  by  and  for 
during  the  past  10  years,  being 
dedicated  to  the  cause  of  space 
exploration  and  education. 

The  very  day  of  the  accident 
she  pleaded  with  President 
Reagan  to  continue  space  explo- 
ration and  then  spent  the  follow- 
ing months  encouraging  crew 
members'  families  to  help  her

find  a  way  to  keep  the  crew  mem- 
bers' dreams  alive. 

The  families'  efforts,  encour- 
aged and  coordinated  by  Scobee 
Rodgers,  birthed  what  we  know 
today  as  the  Challenger  Center 
for  Space  Science  Education. 

The  center's  primary  goal  is 
to  raise  students'  and  teachers' 
interest  in  math,  science  and  of 
course  space  exploration.  For 
Scobee  Rodgers  it  is  part  of  her 
silver  lining. 

Today  there  are  25  centers 
across  our  country  that  are  ex- 
pected to  charge  up  more  than 
300,000  students  and  teachers 
this  year. 

Often  referred  to  as  launch 
pads  for  learning,  the  centers  are 
designed  to  bring  imagination  to 
education.  Each  center  has  a 
mission  control,  a  space  station 
and  computer-based  scenarios 
that  fly  students  to  the  moon. 
Children  are  transformed  into 
space  explorers,  cap-corns, 
technicians,  astronomers  and 
probe  repair  people. 

Kathie  Scobee  Fulgham, 
daughter  of  June  and  Dick 
Scobee,  says  the  learning  cen- 
ter is  much  more  than  some  kind 
of  high-tech  playground  though. 
In  a  recent  article  she  wrote  for 
"The  Washington  Post,"  Fulgham 
explains,  "when  imagination  and 
education  are  joined,  children  are 
motivated  to  explore  their  poten- 
tial; and  they  are  fired  up  about 
learning  science,  math  and  tech- 
nology. Inspiration,  motivation... 
getting  fired  up!  That  is  what  I 
want  my  Dad  to  be  remembered 
for." 

As   founding  chairman, 


Scobee  Rodgers  visits  these 
centers  often.  But  while  busily 
juggling  the  centers  and  book 
signings,  she  always  finds  qual- 
ity time  to  spend  with  her  hus- 
band, retired  Army  Lieutenant 
General  Don  Rodgers,  whom 
she  married  in  1989.  As  she  re- 
veals in  her  book,  her  favorite 
place  to  spend  time  these  days 
is  at  her  mountainside  home  in 
Chattanooga,  Tennessee,  with 
Rodgers. 

As  we  can  see  from  the 
pages  of  "Silver  Linings"  and  her 
life,  Scobee  Rodgers  has  truly 
risen  above  the  clouds  to  find 
meaning  and  happiness  once 
again.  In  the  final  chapters  of  her 
book  she  writes:  "I  learned  les- 
sons about  adversity  —  that  sor- 
row is  balanced  with  joy,  that  love 
brings  triumph  out  of  tragedy, 
that  faith  can  heal  a  broken  spirit 
and  give  new  meaning  to  life,  and 
that  dreams  can  come  true  when 
we  accept  our  problems  for  the 
challenges  they  really  are."

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Grimm  makes  it  big  in  TV

The  life  you  lead  after  college  is  never  re- 
ally certain  until  you  walk  through  the  door 
of  your  first  opportunity.  For  one  graduate 
in  1989,  the  door  opened  only  two  days  af- 
ter graduation. 

Cara  L  Grimm  came  to  CSU  from  Pitts- 
burgh, Pennsylvania,  on  a  four-year  athletic 
scholarship.  She  was  an  outstanding  pitcher 
for  the  Lady  Sues'  Softball  team  aii  four 
years  and  was  also  involved  in  other  cam* 
pus  activities  including  serving  as  a  reporter 
for  the  "Buc  In  Print."  in  addition  to  her  de- 
votion to  her  extracurricular  activities,  she  was  aiso  a  very  dedicated  stu- 
dent majoring  in  marketing/business  and  communication. 

Two  days  after  receiving  her  degree,  the  iocai  Fox  television  station 
offered  her  a  Job.  Grimm  stated  that  this  is  where  she  learned  aii  of  the  ins 
and  outs  of  what  went  on  behind  the  scenes  but  she  had  a  desire  to  be- 
come involved  in  the  newsroom  activities.  She  went  on  to  work  part-time 
at  Channel  2  here  in  Charleston  as  an  assistant  to  their  Action  Line  seg- 
ment of  the  newscast. 

Grimm  is  now  employed  by  WCSC-TV  Channel  5  in  Charleston  as 
the  executive  producer  of  the  newscast.  "Not  one  day  is  ever  the  same," 
stated  Grimm.  On  any  given  day  she  may  be  working  a  1  a.m.  to  10  a.m. 
shift  or  a  9  a.m.  to  9  p.m.  one.  She  is  on  call  24  hours  a  day. 

She  works  with  other  staff  members  to  write  and  develop  as  well  as 
produce  story  ideas  for  the  news  broadcast.  "The  legal  issues  are  the 
tough  part  of  developing  good  story  ideas,"  Grimm  commented.  "My  num- 
ber one  job  is  to  make  sure  that  my  station  doesn't  get  sued  as  a  result  of 
one  of  the  stories  we  do,"  she  added.  Grimm  has  some  40  people  working 
under  her  to  assist  her  in  producing  the  news  broadcasts. 

"Television  is  a  customer-based  business,"  Grimm  mentioned.  She 
stated  that  actually  the  audience  is  on  a  seventh  or  eighth  grade  level  and 
that  is  how  the  broadcast  is  presented.  Grimm  aiso  mentioned  that  one  of 
the  keys  in  producing  a  successful  news  broadcast  was  getting  the  jump 
on  the  other  local  stations.  She  reinforced  this  by  mentioning  Channel 
Five's  exclusive  interview  with  David  Smith,  the  husband  of  Susan  Smith 
of  Union,  S.C. 

"Our  philosophy  is  that  you  are  only  as  good  as  your  last  newscast 
was,"  Grimm  stated. 

Grimm  was  on  CSU's  campus  last  semester  speaking  to  Ms.  Dolores 
Jones'  radio  and  television  class  about  the  ins  and  outs  of  producing  and 
working  in  the  television  industry.  Jones  was  Grimm's  professor  during 
Grimm's  undergraduate  days.
